The accommodation review 
committee looking at the 
future of two elementary 
schools in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake has drafted its recom¬ 
mendation for the school 
board: keep both open. 

Committee members have 
taken an option presented by 
a committed group of 
Parliament Oak parents, and 
after lengthy discussion, made 
some revisions and adopted it 
as their recommendation 
moving forward. 

The review committee 
meets Wednesday, Jan. 22, for 
the last time, to hear from the 
public before finalizing its 
recommendation to present 
to the board, which is looking 
at closing the Old Town school 
because of its low enrolment.

Joy Janzen is co-chair 
of the Parliament Oak 
parent council and a 
member of CARE, a group 
of parents, local business¬ 
es and community mem¬ 
bers using their profes¬ 
sional skills to provide the 
review committee and 
board trustees with data 
they believe proves the 
status quo as far as NOTL 
public schools is what's 
best for the community. 

The group rejects the 
consolidation of 

Parliament Oak students 
with Crossroads Public 
School, also the subject of

the Virgil school is near¬ 
ing capacity even without 
the amalgamation of the 
Old Town students. 

Much of Wednesday’s 
discussion revolved 
around how the board 
staff arrived at its enrol¬ 
ment projections, which 
show declining enrolment 
at both schools, and the 
effects of “right-sizing” a 
school, said Janzen. 

The recommendation 
as it stands calls for reno¬ 
vation, demolitions and 
future expansions at the 
aging Old Town school “as 
appropriate” to accom¬ 
modate 250 students. 

The recommendation 
asks that the French 
Immersion program cur¬ 
rently offered at 
Parliament Oak 
remain in NOTL 
until current 
Grade 5 students 
graduate. 

It also asks the 
board to explore 


opportunities with local 
organizations such as the 
Air Cadets, the Shaw 
Festival and the Boys and 
Girls Club, which have 
already expressed interest 
in leasing space in the

members are comfortable 
with the draft recommen¬ 
dation, although “we are 
baffled, if you look at 
every scope of the discus¬ 
having this discussion.

CARE members, along 
with some members of 
the accommodation 
review committee, have 
been at odds with school 
board staff over projected 
enrolment numbers, 
which focus on factors 
such as birth rate and 
seem to give little weight 
to the residential devel¬ 



opment occurring in 
NOTL, says Janzen. 

The forecasting meth¬ 
ods the board uses that 
project declining enrol¬ 
ment are outdated and 
are missing some "key 
trends,” she says, includ¬ 
ing the growing number 
of parents who are able to 
work from home. 

The group blames the 
recent exodus of 
Parliament Oak students 
to other schools, which 
has resulted in the school’s 
under-capacity and 
prompted the review, on 
“debilitating” program¬ 
ming decisions. 

Those programming 
changes include the addi¬ 
tion of the French 
Immersion, which takes 
students away from the 
core English program, 
resulting in three-grade 
split classes. The board’s 
failure to adopt full-day 
junior and senior 
Kindergarten at the 
school, has also 
sent parents look¬ 
ing for all-day 
Kindergarten 
classes offered at 
Crossroads and 
St. Michael 
Catholic Schoo. 

But perhaps 
the most impact 
has been a result 
of instability 
stemming from 


If “natural enrolment is 
allowed going forward 
with correct program¬ 
ming, Parliament Oak will 
rebound,” she says. 

NOTL town planning 
director John Henricks, a 
member of the accommo¬ 
dation review committee, 
has been questioning the 
board enrolment projec¬ 
tions from the first meet¬ 
ing last September. 

After last week’s dis¬ 
cussion, he said, it appears 
the main difference 
between the board staff 
forecasting and the com¬ 
mittee numbers is the 
length of time it will take 
for residential develop¬ 
ment in NOTL to be built 

Closing the only school 
in the Old Town, he says, 
“is no way to plan a com¬ 
munity. If I were to plan a 
new area in town, there is 
no way either school 
board would let me off the 
hook without including a 
new school site.” 

The town's urban 
boundaries are fixed, and 
if Parliament Oak closes, 
“as the Old Town contin¬ 
ues to expand, we won’t 
have a school site, and 
that's huge for us as a 
community.” 

CARE members are 


committed to presenting 
a positive message to the 
board, and to the prov¬ 
ince that there are better 
ways to deal with capacity 
issues than closing 
schools, says Janzen. 

They have also accu¬ 
mulated evidence to show 
the local board and pro¬ 
vincial reliance on closing 
schools is outdated, and 
doesn't provide the finan¬ 
cial benefits that are pro- 

“Consolidation does 
not save money. It’s a very 
archaic system.” 

Information from the 
board has been "skewed 
and misleading," and has 
fostered a lack of trust, 
she says. 

“We want to be the dif¬ 
ference-makers. We want 
to show the board and the 
rest of the province that 
we can work together, that 
we’re committed to the 
public school system,” she 

^"We hope the DSBN 
recognizes the spirit of 
consensus in the commu¬ 
nity.” 

She also hopes that the 
community will show up 
in force for next week's 
meeting, Wednesday, Jan. 
22 at Crossroads Public 
School at 6 p.m. It is an 
open meeting for public 
input on the recommen¬ 
dation.

New CEO of 
NHS says 
construction 
could begin 
in 12 to 18 months

The province has com¬ 
mitted $26.2 million toward 
the planning of a south 
Niagara hospital on the out¬ 
skirts of Niagara Falls. 

The announcement was 
made Monday afternoon by 
Health Minister Deb 
Matthews near a billboard 
touting a property at the 
corner of Montrose and 
Lyons Creek Rds. as the 
future home of a south 
Niagara hospital. 

The government said in 
November it was prepared 
to move forward with a 


planning grant, but did not 
disclose a dollar figure. 

“This is a giant step for¬ 
ward," said Matthews. "It 
has not been easy, it has not 
been smooth, but here we 
are today and I very much 
look forward to being here 
for the ground-breaking 
and then the official open¬ 
ing.” 

The grant also supports 
two urgent-care centres in 
south Niagara. 

It will define programs 
and services to be provided, 
as well as the size and site 
of the hospital and urgent- 
care centres. 

New Niagara Health 
System chief executive offi¬ 
cer Kevin Smith said the 
timeframe for construction 
could be 12 to 18 months. 

He said appropriate 
requests for proposals and 
clinical information, such 
as bed numbers, need to be 
considered prior to the 
building of a new site. 


"The siting of urgent care 
will very much be associat¬ 
ed with the planning for the 
new site," said Smith. 

He said it’s too early to 
say what the final price tag 
for the entire project will 
be. 


Smith, who had been the 
supervisor of the NHS since 
2011, said a new hospital is 
the way forward to ensure 
the hospital system meets 
growing health-care 
demands. 

“This hospital will 


become a hub for high 
quality, patient-centred 
care. Today is an exciting 
first step in that direction," 
Smith said of the new facil¬ 
ity. 

The Progressive 

Conservatives were the first 
provincial party to endorse 
the project. PC leader Tim 
Hudak called on the Liberals 
to approve a planning grant 
to get the process started, 
which the government did. 

The Local Health 
Integration Network then 
unanimously approved the 
recommended hospital's 
programs and services. 

The New Democratic 
Party supports the idea of a 
hospital being built in 
Niagara Falls, but not clos¬ 
ing other hospitals in the 

The NHS proposal is for 
a new south Niagara hospi¬ 
tal to replace aging sites in 
Niagara Falls, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Fort Erie, Welland 
and Port Colborne. 

Niagara Falls city council 
has agreed to commit $22 
million towards the proj¬ 
ect. 

Fort Erie town council 
has pledged $3 million. 


Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
providing $4.5 million to 
the new St. Catharines hos¬ 
pital, which is considered 
to service NOTL residents, 
although many find the 
Greater Niagara General 
Hospital in Niagara Falls 
easier to access. 

The province appointed 
Smith NHS supervisor in 
August 2011. The idea was 
for Smith to change the cul¬ 
ture of the hospital system, 
which was being heavily 
criticized at the time by 
Niagara residents and poli¬ 
ticians for, among other 
things, not taking die con¬ 
cerns of the public into 
account enough when mak¬ 
ing controversial decisions. 

Matthews said Smith has 
changed the culture for the 
better. 

And because of that, 
while he is no longer the 
supervisor, he will continue 
with the NHS is a leader¬ 
ship role, she said. 

The NHS has signed a 
management contract with 
St. Joseph’s Health System, 
where Smith is the presi¬ 
dent and chief executive 
officer, so that he could be 
the CEO for the NHS.

A staff recommenda¬ 
tion to use electronic 
technology for voting 
was unanimously 
approved by the corpo¬ 
rate services advisory 
committee Monday, 
although some council¬ 
lors expressed concerns 
about security. 

"We have to ensure 
that this is something 
that people have confi¬ 
dence in," said Coun. 
Jamie King. “The data 
would be maintained off¬ 
site and not be under 
municipal control. I have 
a long way to go to get 
comfortable with this." 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
noted voter turnout was 
only about 38 per cent in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
during the last municipal 
election. "We need the 
young people," he said. “I 


think they will gravitate 
to Internet technology.” 

Staff reported that 
Internet voting is now 
available in many coun¬ 
tries, including 44munic- 
ipalities in Ontario. They 
said that some munici¬ 
palities using the tech¬ 
nology reported a voter 
turnout of about 60 per 

“Internet voting also 
addresses most accessi¬ 
bility issues since people 
can vote from anywhere,” 
staff reported. "Internet 
voting allows electors to 
vote 24 hours a day for 
eight to ten days and up 
to 8 p.m. on voting day.” 

The report also says 
that it has become more 
challenging over the 
years to find voting facili¬ 
ties that meet accessibil- 
itylegislationandenough 
staff to work in the elec¬ 


tions. If Internet voting 
were approved, all elec¬ 
tion workers would be 
town staff. 

Casting ballots via the 
Internet is also the least 
expensive method ofvot- 
ing for municipalities, 
staff reported. The town 
sets aside $15,300 per 
year for polling expenses 
and has a balance of 
about $55,000 for the 
2014 election. 

Two companies have 
provided the town with 
estimated costs and have 
advised their systems are 

Staff reported a pref¬ 
erence for the election 
would be to offer online 
voting only “but this 
might not be acceptable 
at this time. It is hopeful 
for the 2018 election, 
Internet voting (would) 
be solely used.”

Internet voting’s time has come 


Niagara-on-the-Lake is poised to 
become one of many municipalities in 
Ontario to offer Internet voting for the 
Oct. 27 municipal elections. 

There are many benefits, but per¬ 
haps the most significant is the 
increase in voter participation that 
can be expected. NOTL had a dismal 
38% turnout in the 2010 election. In 
the 44 municipalities in the province 
that employed Internet voting last 
election, participation numbers were 
around 60%. 

The number of municipalities 
expected to adopt electronic voting for 
the 2014 election is expected to dou¬ 
ble, which means a large increase to 
voter participation across the prov- 

The other huge benefit is the obvi¬ 
ous attraction to younger voters, who 
are much more likely to vote if all they 
have to do is turn to their phone, iPad 
or laptop. And for those who realize 
how easy it will be to vote and plan to 
exercise their right, perhaps they’ll 
take some time to learn about the 
issues and the candidates, making 


them feel more connected to their 
community and the democratic pro¬ 
cess, and encouraging them to become 
more involved in other ways. 

But there are many more practical 
benefits. No issues with accessibility. 
No need to take over schools and 
churches for the day. No hiring, train¬ 
ing and paying of staff for a few days of 
work. Several days of voting, which 
can be carried out from anywhere in 
the world with internet access. 

Companies providing the Internet 
voting service provide assurances their 
systems are secure, and since it’s not 
the first election, it can be expected 
that any bugs have been worked out. 

Fortunately, NOTL plans to offer a 
voting centre to help those who need 
to be walked through the process, and 
a paper voting alternative for those 
uncomfortable with online voting. 

Now that technology makes so 
much of what we do in life more con¬ 
venient - shopping, banking, commu¬ 
nicating - it’s time we use it for voting. 
Kudos to the Town for moving ahead 
with this.

We are sending this letter 
to you, our school board 
trustees, through the 
Accommodation Review 
Committee, trusting that 
you will consider its con¬ 
tents carefully. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dents are once again faced 
with the emotional and 
community-dividing pro¬ 
cess to review the future of a 
local grade school. 

Knowing that you as 
trustees epitomize the high¬ 
est level of civic responsibil¬ 
ity, we applaud each one of 
you for the care and atten¬ 
tion you devote to your role. 
You do not need any direc¬ 
tion from an organization 
such as the NOTL Chamber 
of Commerce or other 
members of the public as to 
how you should carry out 
your duties—we know your 
awareness of those respon¬ 
sibilities is constantly top of 
mind for you and we have 
every confidence you will 
take the correct action to 
fulfill them. 

In struggling with how to 
convey our strong feelings 
on the topic of school clo¬ 
sures, we researched the 
definition of community 
and found it to be "organ¬ 
isms inhabiting a common 
environment and interact¬ 
ing with one another". 

While scientifically accu¬ 
rate, this definition does not 
convey the richness, diver¬ 
sity and complexity of 
human communities. 

It is, we believe, the time

defines who we are, what 
levels of success we can 
attain and what we can 
learn from others. 

Communities are inter¬ 
twined, with many overlap¬ 
ping interests, but it is criti¬ 
cal that children have a core 
community, one that sup¬ 


ports and feeds their inter¬ 
ests and strengths. In early 
years, that role is filled by 
the family unit, with 
responsibility shared with 
the primary school system 
as the child grows up. 
Moving into high school, 
the support communities 
expand to include peers, 
mentors at part-time jobs, 
team-mates and neigh¬ 
bours, in addition to family 
and school. 

Having the majority of 
those communities cen¬ 
tered in one common envi¬ 
ronment—in the same 
town, for example—ensures 
a strong base to support 
personal development 

While the board admin¬ 
istration is tasked with deal¬ 
ing with black and white, 
hard figures, you as trustees 
carry the additional respon¬ 
sibility of factoring in the 
human cost of decisions - 
the cost to the individuals 
within our community. 

The taxpayers of NOTL 
pay dearly for the education 
system and should be enti¬ 
tled to see their families 
grow through the school 
system within their local 
community. The fact that 
we no longer have a high 
school puts us at a disad¬ 
vantage when parents are 
weighing up options on 
where to bring up their 
families - but just look at 
the number of young fami¬ 
lies that are settling in 
NOTL. 

During the accommoda¬ 
tion review that precipitated 
the closure of our one high 
school, DSBN staff contin¬ 
ued to point out that our 
total population had grown 
from 12,485 to 14,587 dur¬ 
ing the 30-year period, 
1976-2006, and claimed 
that the high school popu¬ 
lation had declined from 
949 to 371 students. In fact, 
as we pointed out at the 
time, the demographics had 
not shifted, the DSBN had 
simply allowed students 
from NOTL to have free bus 
service to schools outside of 
the community - schools 
that were receiving advan¬ 
tageous programming that 
in the end drained our 


school of students. 

It appears history is 
repeating itself, with 
Parliament Oak School 
being a rarity today, in that 
full-day Kindergarten is not 
offered at the school, 
encouraging parents to 
have their children register 
at other grade schools. 

The new public school in 
Virgil is now at full capacity. 
With the current increase in 
housing development in 
NOTL, with marked growth 
in the number of young 
families in town, how can it 
be said that appropriate 
analysis was carried out 
during the last accommo¬ 
dation review? 

We would like to ask you 
to get it right this time—find 
ways to keep this school 
open, not ways to close it. 

During the process of 
closing NDSS, “past prac¬ 
tice" was quoted as the rea¬ 
son for not applying pro¬ 
jected revenues from the 
sale of two elementary 
school properties to the 
“right-sizing” of NDSS to 
allow our young people to 
complete JK to 12 schooling 
in their community. 

These are extraordinary 
times and “past practice” is 
not necessarily what is 
required. We ask you to 
treat the NOTL education 
situation as one total pic¬ 
ture—the elimination of 
two elementary schools 
during the last accommo¬ 
dation review, with the 
associated compromises 
that were required to make 
that happen efficiently, 
should have seen the finan¬ 
cial benefits directed 
towards strengthening the 
high school component in 
town. That did not happen, 
but let's make something 
positive happen for 
Parliament Oak. 

The education that the 
elementary school students 
receive in NOTL is exem¬ 
plary, powered by the 
enthusiasm, dedication and 
professionalism of the 
teachers, vice principals 
and principals that mentor 
our children, enhanced by 
the volunteer involvement 
of hundreds of parents in 


the school programs. These 
children deserve the same 
level of local support as oth¬ 
ers in the province, best 
achieved in their home- 

Please consider making 
an exception—follow best 
practices, not past practices, 
to give the students, the 
teachers and the adminis¬ 
tration schools we can all 
be proud of. 

Please use your wisdom 
as trustees to allow students 
in NOTL to continue to 
benefit from a local public 
school, with all the atten¬ 
dant benefits that brings to 
the entire landscape of the 
community. And please, lis¬ 
ten to the parents, the tax¬ 
payers who have made a 
commitment to live in this 
thriving, healthy communi¬ 
ty of NOTL.

long to sell out.”

One of the great challeng¬ 
es of Alzheimer’s is the indi¬ 
vidual with early onset of the 
disease becomes suspicious 
of others due to the inability 
to evaluate information.

Alzheimer’s, is that to date 
there is no effective treatment 
to slow, stop, or reverse the 

Dr. Brown emphasized 
the importance of periodic 
evaluation of medications as 
we age. The danger is that 
medications get added for 
good reason, but the effect of 
various unique combinations 
can cause unintended harm¬ 
ful consequences. There are 
no clinical studies of unique 
combinations of drugs. If we 
are not careful we become 
“walking pharmacies.’’ 

Brown’s advice: “If in 
doubt, weed it out” But con- 
sultyour doctor with the sim¬ 
ple question, "Is this medica¬ 
tion necessary?” 

During the question and 
answer period Dr. Brown was 
asked to make the distinction 
between dementia” and 
Alzheimer’s. He replied that 
Alzheimer's is but one of 
many different forms of 
dementia, so it is important 

changeably. Alzheimer's is a 



very distinct form of demen¬ 
tia. 

Dealing with dementia in 
whatever form it takes 
requires evaluation of impor¬ 
tant life issues. When is it no 
longer safe to be driving? Are 
financial and legal matters 
being looked after properly? 
There are changes in behav¬ 
ior and social interactions 
with friends and community 
that have to be navigated 
with understanding. When 
does the primary care-giver 
(usually a spouse) need assis¬ 
tance of community resourc¬ 
es? When is it time to con¬ 
sider a nursing home as an 
option? Dr. Brown said these 
questions raise the impor¬ 
tance of having a living will in 
place, before the onset of 
dementia.
